Helen ° Hayes’ autobiography, 
THE GIFT OF JOY, has such a 
conversational flow about it that 
one feels the book grew via the 
tape-recorder rather than the type- 
writer. Miss Hayes takes a sub- 
ject like ‘‘Walking” and talks 
about it as a pastime during the 
run of a play —- the plays she has 
been in and the walks she has 
taken. Each chapter is followed 
by Miss Hayes’ favorite excerpts 
from prose and poetry that bear 
on the subject under discussion. 
This is not the most intimate of 
theater recollections, but it is cer- 
tainly the most friendly. 

INTERN, by Doctor X, is the 
daily, chronological record of an 
intern’s year in one of the best 
training hospitals in the South- 
west. It is a likable, outspoken 
inside perspective of clinical case- 
work and, as such, has as healthy 
a fascination as anything which 
has been written about medicine.

facilities such as ponds and lakes 
for boating and fishing, docks, va- 
cation farms, riding stables, na- 
ture trails, picnic grounds, youth 
camps, travel-trailer parks, and 
shooting preserves. 

‘Farmers Home administration 
is using its farm operating and 
farm ownership loan programs for 
financing recreation loans,” Gard- 
ner explained. ‘Farmers can ob- 
tain a maximum of $35,000 for 
operating expenses, including the 
operation costs.of farm-based rec- 
reation enterprises, and $60,000 
for a real estate program, includ- 
ing the development of land and 
buildings for recreation purposes.” 

These loans carry a five per- 
cent interest rate on the unpaid 
principal. The repayment period 
on loans secured by real estate 
May not exceed 40 years, while 
that secured by chattels has a seven 
year limitation. Such credit: is 
only extended to those who can’t 
obtain it. through normal lending 
channels. 

Farmers Home Administration 
also makes loans to individual 
farmers and community groups for 
financing recreation facilities such 
as golf courses, swimming pools, 
tennis courts, lakes and ponds.
